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Father’d Day at Oakwood Houde 
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Mackinlay charged by 
CPS days before election

CRAIG Mackinlay has slammed a 
decision by prosecutors to charge 
him over an election expenses row 
just days before voters head to the 
polls as “shocking”. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
said that it had charged the 
Conservative candidate for South 
Thanet with offences under the 
Representation of the People Act 
1983 following an investigation 
into spending at the 2015 general 
election, where he beat then-Ukip 
leader Nigel Farage. 

In a statement, however, Mr 
Mackinlay, who will still stand for 
the Tories on Thursday despite the 
charge, remained sure he would be 
cleared of any wrongdoing. 

“Our justice system is under¬ 
pinned by the presumption of 
innocence and I am confident that 
I will be acquitted as I have done 
nothing wrong and acted honestly 
and properly whilst a candidate in 
2015, and as all candidates do, 
acted upon advice throughout,” he 
said. 

“Clearly this is a shocking 
decision by the CPS, given that I’ve 
done nothing wrong and I am

confident that this will be made 
very clear as the matter progresses. 

“I am very disappointed with the 
way this has been handled by the 
CPS and Kent Police, and I must 
question the timing of this decision 
given that Kent Police confirmed 
on April 18 that their file had been 
sent to the CPS to review and make 
their decision. 

“Why leave this until a few days 
before the election?” 

He has also received the backing 


of prime minister, Theresa May, 
who said: “The Conservative party 
continues to believe that these 
allegations are unfounded. Craig 
Mackinlay is innocent until proven 
guilty and he remains our 
candidate.” 

Mr Farage however, who is not 
contesting South Thanet this time 
around, welcomed the CPS 
announcement and predicted a 
“straight fight” between Ukip and 
Labour for the seat. 


“Once again it is bad judgment 
from Theresa May. Why on earth 
would you allow someone to go 
ahead as general election candi¬ 
date when this cloud was clearly 
hanging over him? There will be 
questions,” he said. 

Mr Mackinlay, 50, Marion 
Little, 62, and Nathan Gray, 

28, have each been charged 
and are due to appear at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
on July 4.

Farage laughs off claim 
he's 'person of interest' 
in FBI's Russia probe 


NIGEL Farage has distanced himself 
from reports that he is a “person of 
interest” in the FBI’s investigation 
into possible collusion between the 
Kremlin and Donald Trump’s 
presidential campaign. 

The former Ukip leader and south 
east MEP described a report from the 
Guardian as “hysterical” and 
claimed it is “extremely doubtful” he 
could be a person of interest as he 
has “no connections” to Russia. 

In a statement, Mr Farage, who 
until recently lived in Westerham, 
also claimed he met WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange “with a view 
to conducting an interview”. 

He said: “In response to the 
Guardian article, it has taken me a 
long time to finish reading because I 
am laughing so much. 

“This hysterical attempt to 
associate me with the Putin regime is 
a result of the liberal elite being 
unable to accept Brexit and the 
election of President Trump. 

“For the record I have never been 


to Russia, I’ve had no business 
dealings with Russia in my previous 
life and I have appeared approxi¬ 
mately three times on RT (Russia 
Today) in the last 18 months. 

“I consider it extremely doubtful 
that I could be a person of interest to 
the FBI as I have no connections to 
Russia. My meeting with Julian 
Assange was organised for me by 
LBC Radio with a view to conducting 
an interview.” 

Mr Farage’s office said he would be 
making no further comment on the 
matter. 

The Guardian cited sources with 
knowledge of the US counter-intelli¬ 
gence investigation as saying Mr 
Farage had come to the attention of 
FBI investigators because of his links 
with individuals in Mr Trump’s 
presidential campaign and Mr 
Assange. 

It added that Mr Farage has not 
been accused of wrongdoing and is 
not a suspect or target of the 
investigation. 


LIFEGUARDS have returned to the 
beaches of north Kent for the 
summer season.

Prince Michael unveils 
bust of Battle of Britain 
visionary Lord Dowding

TRIBUTES have been paid to one of 
the country’s most visionary leaders 
during the Battle of Britain, who was 
commemorated this week with a 
statue in Capel-le-Ferne. 

The bust of Lord Dowding, the 
man who, as air chief marshal Sir 
Hugh Dowding, led RAF Fighter 
Command throughout the battle in 
1940, was commissioned by the Bat¬ 
tle of Britain Memorial Trust and 
was unveiled on Wednesday at the 
home of the National Memorial to 
the Few by Prince Michael of Kent. 

Lord Dowding spent the latter 
years of his life in the west of the 
county, and his stepson, David Whit¬ 
ing, told KoS of his memories of the 
man hailed by many as responsible 
for stopping an invasion of Britain in 
the Second World War. 

“I am probably the only person 
still alive who knew Hugh Dowding 
well, from the time he used to visit 
my mother from 1946 at our home

near Tunbridge Wells until his death 
in 1970,” he said. 

“As a child, he treated me as his 
own son, taking an interest in my 
electric trains and telling me about 
flying during the First World War.” 


Lord Dowding, a keen skier who 
wanted to be an engineer, was re¬ 
sponsible for our air defence system 
and, according to Mr Whiting, who 
now lives in the Algarve in Portugal, 
had a huge influence on the prime 
minister. 

Speaking about the bust, he said: 
“It’s taken from a photo he didn’t 
like. It’s Dowding under stress, with 
the responsibility of stopping the 
politicians from losing the war. 

“Churchill was a great orator and 
a great man, and brought people to¬ 
gether with his speeches which 
raised morale when we didn’t have a 
chance of defending ourselves 
against the might of the German 
military machine. 

“But we had to protect the main¬ 
land because if we lost a pilot they’d 
drown because we didn’t have a very 
good air-sea rescue service. 

“Dowding knew Churchill’s psy¬ 
chology, he drew a graph of our loss¬ 
es against time and so Churchill said 
the fighters stay. He had this fore¬ 
sight and ability to understand the 
technical advancements of the day.”

Heath on fire again 
as arson fears grow 

CREWS this week responded to another report of 
a large fire at Dartford Heath. 

They arrived on the scene within minutes after 
receiving several calls on Thursday and quickly 
extinguished the blaze. 

It comes less than a month after chiefs asked 
residents to help stamp out arsonists who keep 
“deliberately” setting fire to the heathland. 

Dartford watch manager from Kent Fire and 
Rescue, Vince Lewis, said: “Help us do our job 
which is to protect the community. If you see 
anyone starting fires on purpose, please call 999 
immediately. 

“Setting fires to grass, bushes and rubbish is 
dangerous. These types of fires can quickly take 
hold and develop into larger fires putting the 
environment, property and lives at risk. 

“Anyone with information on suspected 
arsonists is urged to either contact the police on 
101 or call Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

VETERAN Conservative Sir Roger Gale was listed for 
sale on an auction site for 99p. 

The joke listing, seemingly posted by Green Party 
supporters, was removed on Friday, and described 
the Tory candidate for Thanet North as 1 ‘vintage’ ’, who 
comes with a 76p postage cost. 

1 ‘The ‘Sir Roger’ has served us well, but we fear it is 
just beginning to show signs of wear and tear, so we 
are selling it as spares or repair,’ ’ it said. 

‘ ‘We are planning to replace it with a 1982 model, 
the 'Ed Targett’ in British Racing Green.’ ’ 

Mr Targett is the Green party candidate who will 
come up against Sir Roger in the general election on 
Thursday. 

Responding to the listing, which was only available 
for collection only, ‘ ‘preferably with a large net’ ’, Sir 
Roger told KoS: ‘ ‘I’m delighted there is a Green 
supporter with a sense of humour. 

' ‘If there is a buyer it will cost them a lot, I am a 
classic and very high maintenance - any bid made is 
nowhere near high enough.’ ’ 


MoD officers stood 
down across county 

PATROLS by Ministry of Defence police officers in 
Kent have been stood down. 

The threat level - raised in the wake of the 
Manchester terror attack last week - has since been 
reduced to ‘severe’ and while MoD officers will no 
longer be appearing in the county, police chiefs insist 
we can still expect to see a highly visible presence. 

Armed officers will continue to patrol key locations, 
after they were first installed at sites such as Bluewa- 
ter, Canterbury Cathedral, Ashford Designer Outlet 
and the Port of Dover last year. 

There were also firearms officers visible at the 
re-opening of Dreamland in Margate last week, with 
many reported sightings on streets across the county. 

A police spokesperson said: ‘ ‘While there 
continues to be no specific intelligence to suggest the 
communities of Kent are at risk, the public needs to 
remain alert, but not be alarmed. 

‘ Anyone who witnesses anything suspicious 
should report it to the Anti-Terrorist Hotline 0800 
780321.”

THE shadow education secretary has joined 
the chorus of criticism over a Conservative- 
controlled council’s plans to close 19 chil¬ 
dren’s centres, blasting the proposals as “an 
absolute scandal”. 

Parents were again protesting as Medway 
Council’s Children and Young People Over¬ 
view and Scrutinty Committee met on Tues¬ 
day night, after the opposition Labour group 
‘called in’ the proposals, approved by the 
cabinet earlier this year. 

Under growing financial pressures, the 
town hall proposes closing the centres and 
creating four ‘super hubs’ in its place. 

The committee this week agreed that the 
plans will now go to public consultation. 

However, shadow education secretary An¬ 
gela Rayner slammed the decision, saying: 
“It’s deeply depressing to hear that the Tories 
have rowed back on their promise to keep the 
19 Sure Start centres open in Medway. This 
is proof that the Tories can’t be counted on to 
do what’s right for families. The Tories are 
taking us backwards. It’s an absolute scan¬ 
dal that parents and children are paying the 
price.” 

Labour councillors also announced they 
are set to boycott events to commemorate 


350 years since the Battle of Medway next 
week, in protest against the closures. 

“Our area’s military and cultural heritage 
is important. It tells us where we have come 
from and shapes who we are. But it is not 
more important than the present or future,” 
they said. 

Conservative councillor Andrew Mack- 
ness said: “I’d urge everyone who has a view 
on this to submit their comments. We want 
to hear from Medway residents, families, 
schools, staff and health providers to work 


out how best we can move forward to meet 
the needs of Medway’s families and chil¬ 
dren. 

“The services must transform if we are 
to continue to deliver excellent, supportive 
and safe early years services to families 
and we need to think of innovative ways to 
do that. We cannot stand still and watch 
our services in their current model suffer 
in the face of a reducing budget and chang¬ 
es in how we must allocate central govern¬ 
ment funding.” 


200,000 use port 
over bank holiday 

THE busy bank holiday weekend saw well over 
200,000 passengers travel through the Port of 
Dover. 

Continued heightened security checks were 
undertaken and additional staff were drafted in to 
provide support to customers whilst they waited 
to board their ferries. 

Traffic flows were also continuously monitored 
to pre-empt any potential extended delays.

Firefighters attended scenes in Chapel Lane, 
Staplehurst, and Middle Mead in Folkestone after 
the lighting sparked burning in a number of 
homes.

15 years and the village of Castle Hill will be a 
major asset to this,” said Natalie Perry, sales and 
marketing head at developers Barratt Kent. 
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Police fear more victims of 
‘predatory’ paedo priest 



DETECTIVES fear a former Catholic 
priest convicted of sexual offences 
last week could have more victims. 

Eugene Fitzpatrick, 68, of 
Raymond Avenue in Canterbury 
was convicted of seven counts of 
indecent assault, four counts of 
indecency with a child and two 
counts of buggery at Blackfriars 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

All of the offences took place in 
the 1960s, 70s, 80s and 90s. 

Each of the buggery offences 
were committed at Our Lady St 
Joseph’s Catholic Church in 
Hackney against one victim, while 
all other offences were committed 
against another victim in Islington. 

“Fitzpatrick is a predatory sex 
offender who abused his position of 
trust, preying on vulnerable 
youngsters and subjecting them to 


horrific sexual abuse over a period 
of years,” said investigating officers 
DC Lorraine Simpson and DC 
Klementina Balint. 

“In addition to the two known 
victims in this case, we believe 


there may be additional survivors 
of Fitzpatrick’s actions who 
continue to suffer in silence. I urge 
anyone who has been abused by 
Eugene Fitzpatrick to contact police 
without delay.” 


Drunk Brits disrupt train 
from France to Ebbsfleet 


HUNDREDS of Eurostar 
passengers looking to make 
their way back to Kent from the 
French capital this week were 
delayed by almost six hours 
after two drunk British 
passengers were taken off the 
train. 

The Paris to London train, 
which departed at 8.15pm on 
Monday, was held up until the 
early hours of Tuesday morning 
as the disruptive travellers were 
removed by French authorities 
in Calais, the operator said. 

The delay was said to have 
been caused by border force 
checks after the incident. 

A spokeswoman for Eurostar 
said: “There were two passen¬ 
gers that became quite 
disorderly on board the train. 
We stopped the train in Calais 
so that the authorities could 


then manage those two 
passengers and take them off 
the train. But then Border Force 
requested that, because the 
train had stopped, all the 
passengers disembark and go 
through passport control again 
- which is why it was delayed.” 

The train eventually rolled 
into Ebbsfleet International just 
before 4am, then terminated at 
St Pancras International in the 
capital just after 4.15am. 

A spokesman for the 
Prefecture du Pas-de-Calais 
said: “The two individuals were 
very drunk but they have not 
been put in custody.” 

Eurostar last week an¬ 
nounced a direct service to 
Amsterdam would be live by 
the end of the year, but could 
not confirm if Ebbsfleet and 
Ashford would feature en route. 


Level crossing closures 

TWO level crossings - at St Dunstan’s Street 
and at St Stephen’s Road in Canterbury will 
both be closed today (Sunday) 

KCC has given permission to Network Rail 
to close the crossings to carry out the work, 
which chiefs say is needed to complete its 
Journey Time Improvement scheme.

TWO teenagers have been arrested after a 
Jewish family was reportedly attacked in a 
hate crime at Minster beach on Sunday 
The 18-year-old and 16-year-old have now 
been released after being arrested on 
Tuesday on suspicion of committing a 
racially aggravated public order offence.

U KIP has lost another 
member on Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council after Peter 
Evans defected to join the 
Conservatives - though he 
was warned “all is not what it seems 
in Tory heaven”. 

Cllr Evans, Ukip’s former planning 
chairman and member of the Salme- 
stone ward, said he was quitting the 
party after “election pledges before 
the 2015 election have been largely 
unfulfilled”. 

Ukip took control of its only local 
council in 2015, swept to victory on 
promises of re-opening Manston Air¬ 
port which, for now at least, has not 
been delivered. 

Cllr Evans said: “This decision has 
been made for two reasons. The first 
because of the failure of Ukip to capi¬ 
talise on their previous successes at a 
national level, where they have been 
dogged by repeated infighting and 
scandals. 

“And secondly locally because of 
the fact that local election pledges be¬ 
fore the 2015 election have been 
largely unfulfilled. 

“Manston Airport and the adop¬ 
tion by the council of the flawed and 
misleading Avia report [which 
claimed the airport was not “finan¬ 


cially viable” but has been criticised 
by pro-airport groups] for the local 
plan being a major factor in my deci¬ 
sion, as this actively supports the 
building of houses on the site.” 

Leader of the Conservative group 
on Thanet council, Bob Bayford, said: 
“Peter Evans will make a significant 
contribution to the work of our group 
and we are pleased to have him on 


board. We have known for some time 
that he has been considering his fu¬ 
ture following [council leader Chris] 
Wells’ U-turn on his ‘we will save 
Manston’ election pledge and I would 
not be surprised if other members 
currently sitting as Ukip councillors 
seek to follow him.” 

However, in a scathing email ex¬ 
change seen by KoS, Cllr Wells said: 


“I was surprised and saddened to re¬ 
ceive formal notice from you after the 
story had appeared on social media 
and I tried to contact you. I do think 
the party which has worked with you 
over several years deserved better. 

“Enjoy your moment of fame. In the 
long run I suspect you will realise all 
is not what it seems in Tory heaven: I 
should know, I’ve been there!” 


March over 
health cuts 

THOUSANDS of campaigners were 
due to march this weekend against 
cuts to hospital services in east Kent. 

East Kent Hospitals trust has 
announced controversial temporary 
changes set to affect stroke patients, 
while also moving more than half of 
its junior doctors in Canterbury. 

Chair of the Concern for Health in 
East Kent (CHEK) group, Ken Rogers, 
said: “The NHS is important to 
everyone and most will use it. With 
the possibility looming of services in 
east Kent being cut to the bone this is 
a chance to show the strength of 
feeling against those cuts.” 

Documentary 
into murders 

THE first episode of a two-part BBC 
documentary which re-examines the 
brutal killings of Lin and Megan 
Russell more than 20 years ago aired 
this week, looking to “uncover the 
truth” of an attack which stunned 
the nation. 

Michael Stone was convicted of the 
murders in 1997 but has protested 
his innocence ever since. The 
Chillenden Murders concludes on 
BBC2 at 9pm on Tuesday.

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Heseltine sacking 
stalls progress on 
ambitious plan for 
Thames Estuary 

The Tory peer was axed earlier this year by the government 
but has not been replaced at the heart of a commission that 
looks to kickstart regeneration along the north Kent coast

P LANS to regenerate the 
north Kent coast into a 
world-class creative indus¬ 
tries district have stalled al¬ 
most three months after the 
head of a body responsible for deliver¬ 
ing growth in the area was sacked. 

Lord Michael Heseltine was axed as 
a government adviser for rebelling 
over Brexit in March, but his position 
as chairman of the Thames Estuary 
Growth Commission was unclear for 
some time. 

Now the government has con¬ 
firmed he no longer has any involve¬ 
ment in the commission, which has 
been tasked with developing an ambi¬ 
tious vision and delivery plan for 
north Kent, south Essex and east Lon¬ 
don, up to 2050. 

There were fears it put proposals for 
the estuary area - which stretches 
from Canary Wharf in the capital all 
the way to Thanet, via Canterbury, 
Dartford, Gravesham, Medway and 
Swale - under threat, after business 
chiefs wrote to Lord Heseltine asking 
for his backing in developing a mas¬ 
terplan for the region. 


The letter, from mayor of London 
Sadiq Khan and economic champi¬ 
ons, South East Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, which works to drive growth 
in the county, urged the Tory peer to 
support plans for the estuary to be¬ 
come an internationally-renowned 
centre to build, innovate and test cre¬ 
ative new ideas. 

Among these ideas was a cutting- 
edge visual arts training academy at 
Margate’s hugely successful Turner 
Contemporary, as well as a new in¬ 
dustrial research laboratory for pro¬ 
totyping, skills development and pro¬ 
duction in Kent, and a national 
theatre-making studios complex in 
Bexley. 

Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member for economic growth, Mark 
Dance, admitted chiefs are still sitting 
under a cloud of uncertainty with a 
new chairman yet to be appointed, 
and that the authority had been left 
in limbo in recent weeks. 

He told KoS: “They were ready to 
produce a report and that was held off 
for a number of reasons, including 
purdah because of the election, but 
work is going on behind the scenes, I 
am assured. 

“If you’ve got a chairman that is fa¬ 
voured by government, he can really 


influence them, and Heseltine was 
special - he loved Discovery Park [en¬ 
terprise zone in Sandwich], 

“So we want to know who the 
chairman is, but that won’t be decid¬ 
ed until all the jobs have been handed 
out after the election. We have got a 
weather eye on it. 

“It taught us to think 30 to 50 
years ahead which was tough stuff: 
how can we make better use of the 
river? Will it be an alternative way of 
travelling? How can we expand our 
creative business? All that was fed in, 
but we have had no feedback at all. 

“They were just about to release so 
it is the worst possible timing. 

“It really is a great coastal type of 
initiative that works, no doubt about 
it, but we are anxious and feel a little 
frustrated.” 

A government spokesperson told 
KoS: “The Department for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government continues 
to provide secretariat support to the 
Thames Estuary Commission. 

“The commission’s work to set a vi¬ 
sion for growth in the Thames Estu¬ 
ary continues, and it will be for the 
next government to decide how this is 
taken forward.” 

The creative sector is growing at a 
rapid rate across Kent, adding signifi¬

cant value to the local economy, but 
skills shortages are threatening to 
stifle growth, as businesses struggle 
to get employees who have the re¬ 
quired abilities. 

Creative businesses require specific 
skills that need to be developed 
through education and training, 
with the UK Commission for Employ¬ 
ment and Skills predicting a further 
1.2 million new workers are needed 
over the next decade. 

To remedy that, the Canterbury 
School for Visual Arts (CSVA) has 
been launched at Canterbury College. 

The new curriculum includes key 
creative elements like graphic design, 
marketing, photography and art & 
design, incorporating specialist path¬ 
ways which directly feed into local 
economic needs. 

Nationally the sector generates the 
equivalent of £9.2m per hour and has 
enjoyed strong growth in the south 
east. 

Between 2010 and 2015, Kent saw 
a rise of 27.9 per cent in the creative 
industry sector. 

Several factors have galvanised 
this growth, with rising rental costs 
in London leading to an influx of cre¬ 
ative businesses relocating to the 
county. 

Additionally, culturally-led regen¬ 
eration spurred on by the likes of the 
Turner gallery - which last month 
announced it will host the prestigious 
Turner prize in Margate in 2019 - has 
led to an increase in visitor-led busi¬ 
ness. 

In 2014/15 the gallery created 149 
fulltime jobs, contributing £6.62m to 
the local economy. 

The CSVA maintains strong rela¬ 
tionships with Turner Contemporary 
and many other significant creative 
employers in the area, and state-of- 
the-art facilities ensure students re¬ 


ceive the best possible training in 
their specialist field, ensuring they 
are ready for the workplace. 

Simon Wakeman is the managing 
director of creative agency Deeson in 
Canterbury, and admits there are sig¬ 
nificant challenges to getting the 
right skillset at his business. 

“As a leading digital and creative 
agency, Deeson recognises the chal¬ 
lenges of building digital and creative 
skills in the east Kent area,” he said. 

“We welcome the work that the 
Canterbury School of Visual Arts is 
doing with the digital and creative 
sector to help address these challeng¬ 
es.” 

Lecturer Ben Kidger highlighted 
the importance of promoting a ca¬ 
reer-relevant programme with indus¬ 
try links. 

He said: “I run a gallery in Ted- 
dington near London and a student 
asked me for some work experience. 
She is now studying at university in 
Leeds but contacted me over the sum¬ 
mer. 

“She needed more work experience 
because that part of her course was 
completely lacking, with seemingly 
no links to industry. 

“What we are doing here is sharing 
contacts - it’s increasingly important 
to develop those links.” 

Lucy McLeod, head of Canterbury 
College, added: “The creative sector is 
experiencing significant growth right 
now. 

“As a college which is committed to 
delivering the right skills for both stu¬ 
dents and local employers, we’re 
proud of the new CSVA offer. 

“It will help to meet the skills gaps 
which are developing, and our work 
to engage employers will deliver stu¬ 
dents who are better able to transi¬ 
tion into employment when they 
leave Canterbury College.” 
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Labour win could halt crossing 

As the feeling of opposition towards the Lower Thames Crossing grows in Essex, a shadow cabinet 
minister claims Labour would re-evaluate all options if elected on Thursday. How did Kent respond?

A LABOUR government 
elected next week would 
halts plans for a Lower 
Thames Crossing and 
re-evaluate “all options”, 
it has been claimed. 

The Department for Transport an¬ 
nounced earlier this year it was to 
move forward with plans for a £6 bil¬ 
lion crossing east of Gravesend to 
ease notorious congestion seen at the 
exisiting Dartford Crossing. 

The planned route will run from 
the M25 near North Ockendon in Es¬ 
sex, cross the A13 at Orsett before a 
new link road on the Kent side of the 
Thames will then take traffic to the 
A2 near Shorne, close to where the 
route becomes the M2. 

However, while the decision was 
welcomed in Dartford, it proved con¬ 
troversial among campaigners on 
both sides of the river, with some bod¬ 
ies considering launching a fight 
against it through the courts. 

In the Essex constituency of Thur¬ 
rock, Conservative candidate Jackie 
Price-Doyle met with prime minister 
Theresa May to outline local opposi¬ 
tion to the plans, and Labour candi¬ 
date John Kent has also campaigned 
against what he believes will be a 
“disastrous” route through the coun¬ 
tryside. 

Now, in a bold statement just days 
before voters take to the polls in the 
general election, shadow transport 
secretary Andy McDonald has ap¬ 
peared to pledge a rethink of the con¬ 
troversial plan if Labour wins power. 

He said this week: “John Kent has 
presented a very powerful case on be¬ 
half of Thurrock residents about the 
route of the new Lower Thames 
Crossing through the Thurrock 
countryside. 

“He forcefully makes the case that 
the legitimate concerns of local resi¬ 
dents have not been fully considered 
as to the damage this crossing would 
cause in terms of air pollution, envi¬ 
ronmental impacts and loss of homes. 

“An incoming Labour government 
will look again at all options - includ¬ 
ing the options to the east of Thur¬ 
rock that were prematurely dropped. 

“Before we agree to spending £6.5 
billion we have to be sure that we will 
actually resolve the problem of con¬ 
gestion around the existing crossing 
and that is then done in a way that 
does as little damage as possible.” 

However, despite strong opposition 
in Kent, where campaigners have 
even accused Highways England of 
manipulating data in its consultation 
- the largest ever for a UK road project 
with some 47,000 responses - there 
appears to be some acceptance of the 
inevitable. 

Shorne Parish Council confirmed it 
had sought opinion from a barrister 
over a potential fight, but was told 
there were “insufficient legal 
grounds” for a successful challenge 
against the consultation process, and 
that a challenge on the decision itself 
would be “doubtful”. 


Gravesham councillor Bryan 
Sweetland, who quit his cabinet post 
on Kent County Council over the row, 
confirmed a fighting fund of 
£150,000 is set aside for a potential 
judicial review, but would also need 
to take legal advice as to whether 
such a move would be possible or 
practical “with a slim chance of win¬ 
ning”. 

Responding to the revelations this 
week, Conservative candidate for 
Dartford, Gareth Johnson, told KoS: 
“This is another reason why a Labour 
government would be a disaster for 
our town. 

“Dartford couldn’t cope with an¬ 
other crossing but they now want to 
overturn it. 

“What needs to be done is to get on 
with building the crossing because 
it’s a sensible decision and the only 
option that actually works, so I’m 
surprised we have got this announce¬ 
ment.” 

The crossing verdict was largely 
supported by a number of key organi¬ 
sations and bodies across the county, 
including economic champions 
South East Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (SELEP), the Port of Dover, Ebbs- 
fleet Development Corporation, Kent 
Invicta Chamber, Eurotunnel as well 
as Kent County Council and Medway 
Council. 

Leader of the Labour group on 
Dartford Borough Council, Jonathon 
Hawkes, disagreed with his party’s 
comments, however, joining Mr 


Johnson in claiming delaying con¬ 
struction, or reconsidering where the 
crossing should be built altogether, 
would only exacerbate the current 
problems in the north of the county. 

He told KoS: “My position has not 
changed. We campaigned aggres¬ 
sively for the crossing to be built at 
option C for Gravesend and it should 
be built as soon as possible. 

“Delays would not be right for Dart¬ 
ford, for Gravesend or for the region 
as a whole. 

“We need to get going on this 
project so we can start to put the solu¬ 
tion in place and reduce congestion. 

“The crossing is not a magic bullet, 
it’s not the only thing that will solve 
the problem, but it’s a necessary step. 

“[Disagreeing with national party 
chiefs] doesn’t make me uncomforta¬ 
ble - what has been clear throughout 
is people have a lot of different views 
- from Thurrock, to Gravesend, to 
Dartford - and I recognise and respect 
those views. 

“I have never been one to support 
the approach taken by the Conserva¬ 
tives to pit one area of Kent against 
another. We need to work through 
the issues together.” 

Cllr Hawkes has also previously 
called for cash generated from the 
Dartford Crossing to be reinvested in 
infrastructure locally, after it was re¬ 
vealed the bridge and tunnels gener¬ 
ated profits of some £5 7m for the year 
ending March 31, 2016. 

Conservative candidate for Grave- 


sham, Adam Holloway, has been 
fiercely opposed to Option C, but de¬ 
clined to make a response to Labour’s 
comments. 

Quizzed on whether his seat was 
under threat in next week’s election 
because of the crossing verdict, Mr 


Holloway told us earlier this year: “I 
don’t know and in truth I’m not both¬ 
ered. 

“I know what I’ve done over the last 
10 years and this issue is much more 
important than whether they vote for 
me, to be honest.”

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Tactical voting 
the only hope 
for opposition 
to stop Tories 

Labour has dramatically closed the gap on the 
Conservatives in the polls with just days left 
until the general election, but a University of 
Kent academic still believes it will be a big ask to 
expect anything other than a blue triumph

T ACTICAL voting is the only way of 
stopping another Conservative 
clean sweep in next week’s general 
election, an academic has claimed. 
With a landslide Tory majority 
expected both here in Kent and nationwide on 
June 8, supporters of some opposition parties 
are encouraging the electorate to vote tacti¬ 
cally when they take to the polls in a bid to 
stop more blue domination. 

The process works by encouraging so-called 
“progressive” parties to club together and 
back the candidate with the best chance of de¬ 
feating the Conservatives. 

Green Party chiefs have successfully orches¬ 
trated a cross-party alliance in nearby Bright¬ 
on by convincing the Liberal Democrats not to 
stand against party leader Caroline Lucas, 
who was the constituency MP before parlia¬ 
ment dissolved last month. 

The Greens have tried to drum up support 
for a similar deal in Kent with Labour as well 
as the Lib Dems, but these hopes have been 
emphatically dashed by the red and yellow 
parties, who are also contesting all 17 seats in 
the county. 

But in a county as traditionally blue as Kent, 
Richard Whitman, professor of politics and in¬ 
ternational relations at the University of Kent, 
believes such a voting pattern is their only 
hope of standing any chance of winning local 
seats. 

He told KoS: “Tactical voting is the great un¬ 
known, if they tactically vote you have the po¬ 
tential for an upset or at least something inter¬ 
esting. 

“The Lib Dems are not picking up the sup¬ 
port you might expect from Remainers and it 
will be interesting to see how the 48 per cent 
[who voted to stay in the EU] position them¬ 
selves. But tactical voting is absolutely the 
only way they can do that, certainly in Kent. 

“I live in Maidstone and the Weald and if 
you look at the way the vote stacks up there, 
you would need a significant defection and 
then some.” 

Tory Helen Grant won that particular seat 
in 2015 by some 10,000 votes, and a majority 
of 21.4 per cent - a trend that’s proved pretty 
consistent across the county. 

The Conservative stronghold was tightened 
last month in the county council elections, as 
they romped to victory, claiming 67 of the 81

seats at County Hall, wiping out Ukip’s entire 
representation in the process. 

Indeed, Professor Whitman suggests the 
prospect of what many consider a foregone 
conclusion could affect voter turnout next 
Thursday, despite increased numbers register¬ 
ing ahead of the deadline a fortnight ago. 

“In the EU referendum we saw a pretty 
amazing turnout,” he said. 

“We saw a lot of young people rush to regis¬ 
ter, but we will have to see if they actually turn 
out to vote. 

“People tend to approach general elections 
in a different way to local or European elec¬ 
tions where there was traditionally a lower 
turnout, because the electorate is often not 
certain what’s at stake. 

“General elections are much clearer, they 
are more familiar with who their MP is, and 
there’s more at stake for people in terms of the 
economy and taxation and things like that. 

“There is a question mark over whether they 
see it as an unnecessary election and whether 
people decide to sit on their hands, not least 
because they feel their vote won’t matter. 

“People might stay at home because they 
think the Tories have got it in the bag. 

“But we’ve still got a way to go until the day 
of the election, the polls have narrowed a bit 
and the question is how much more they nar¬ 
row and how people respond to that.” 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn sprung a sur¬ 
prise this week by unexpectedly appearing on 
a televised leaders’ debate, despite insisting he

would not engage in one unless 
Theresa May also featured. 

The prime minister resisted the 
urge to appear herself in Wednes¬ 
day’s showpiece event, and drew 
some criticism for her absence, but 
Professor Whitman suggested the im¬ 
pact of such programmes on voters is 
actually somewhat overplayed. 

“Those high profile debates tend 
not to shift people but to reinforce 
their views,” he said. 

“The thing that has shaken people 
up is the Conservatives’ U-turn on so¬ 
cial care. 


“People probably would not have 
noticed it without the U-turn and 
that’s a problem for the Conservatives 
who put so much [emphasis] on the 
prime minister’s leadership.” 

One interesting angle in this elec¬ 
tion, will be the performance of Ukip, 
which in recent years has soared in 
popularity to become the county’s 
second biggest party. 

It became the main party of opposi¬ 
tion on Kent County Council in 2013, 
and its candidates finished second in 
a number of seats at the 2015 general 
election, including famously Nigel 


Farage in South Thanet. 

It represented a quite incredible 
rise compared to five years earlier, 
when some 13 candidates achieved 
less than five per cent of the vote and 
thus lost their £500 deposits. 

But suffering with something of an 
identity crisis following Britain’s deci¬ 
sion to leave the EU, compounded by 
a disastrous KCC election, farcical 
controversies and an increasing 
number of defections, many wonder 
just how much Ukip can bring to the 
table in this election. 

“We’ve had a strong Ukip support¬ 


ing sentiment in Kent and I do think 
those voters will move back to the 
Conservatives,” Professor Whitman 
said. 

“The issue will be how well do the 
other parties perform. It could pro¬ 
vide a platform for the next election if 
the likes of Labour or the Lib Dems do 
well and can look at seat targeting for 
next time.” 

Despite a narrowing in the polls, 
even in this unpredictable political 
climate, a blue victory seems inevita¬ 
ble, and it’s one Professor Whitman 
can’t see past. 


“I expect a majority of between 40 
and 60 - not quite the landslide we 
were perhaps told when it was called 
but more than enough to see the gov¬ 
ernment through. 

“Anything less than a 40-seat ma¬ 
jority and that would be a pretty dis¬ 
astrous election. 

“It’s theirs to lose. Kent is a bell- 
weather and if the Tories don’t do well 
here it could get interesting, but this 
is where they have core support, it’s 
where they harvest a lot of votes.”

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RURAL CHIEFS FEAR FARMERS ‘AT THE BOTTOM OF THE BREAD BASKET’

FARMERS and rural chiefs fear key- 
issues affecting the industry are 
being ignored by political parties 
ahead of next week’s general 
election. 

With all manifestos now released 
for voters to pore over before 
taking to the polls on Thursday 
agricultural workers claim they 
have been disappointed by not 
being put at the heart of party 
pledges. 

High Sheriff of Kent, George 
Jessel, a farmer himself, has led the 
calls for the government to stop 
turning its back on the industry and 
face up to the challenges, as well as 
potential opportunities, facing it 
over the coming years, as Britain 
negotiates its exit from the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

He told us: “We feel farmers are 
regarded as the bottom of the 
bread basket, but quite simply, 
without active farmers there would 
be no food. 

“We are only 60 per cent 
self-sufficient, we need to find that 
40 per cent. 

“The public are bored of having 
sub-standard food brought in 
cheaply from abroad and as we are 
heading for Brexit, farming has got 
to come top of the list. 

“Kent is a very agricultural 
county - although we have huge 
motorways, high speed links and 
major ports, 85 per cent is rural, 
and that is a very important statistic. 

“At the same time, government 


has got to recognise that here in 
Kent we can put food into London 
with very few food miles on it 
quickly and easily. We need a pat 
on the back and a bit of support.” 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, deputy 
group principal and deputy CEO of 
the land-based Hadlow College, 
which prepares young people for a 
number of agricultural roles, 
agreed there needed to be a 
shake-up of the government’s 
priorities. 

“Rural often gets dropped down 
the order of policies, below 
taxation, immigration, housing, and 
many of these issues interlink,” he 
said. 

“From our perspective, it seems 
to be much further down the line 
than it should be, especially 
because we are a green nation.” 

It comes after MPs have tried to 
lobby ministers for a pilot seasonal 
workers scheme to help Kent 
farmers combat a shortage of 
temporary labour, amid fears 
county farms are on the brink of 
going out of business. 

However, those calls appear to 
have fallen on deaf ears, after 
environment secretary Andrea 
Leadsom claimed evidence 
showed that such a scheme is not 
needed. 

“She is wrong, of course we need 
overseas seasonal workers,” Mr 
Jessel said. 

“The average age of a farmer is 
65, and I need younger people to 
come and work on the farm, and we 
in Kent rely on immigrant labour. 


“Those people who come over 
from Romania and Bulgaria to help 
are good, decent people. 

“They came over in family 
groups and these are vital to the 
Kent economy and I don’t want that 


to be upset because of Brexit - they 
should be able to come here and 
find a job and get paid. 

“The thing that irritiates the 
farming community is the Defra 
ministers, it’s not one of the 


forward-moving departments. 

“Those who shout loudest get the 
most, but there’s only a limited 
budget, and I’m concerned our 
ministers, from all parties, don’t 
shout loudly enough.”

We popped along to the re-opening of 
Margate’s Dreamland last week, to see 
if a winning formula has been found

W HEN Dreamland 
opened two years 
ago amid much fan¬ 
fare and hype, it 
rather quickly be¬ 
came apparent it was more a case of 
style over substance. 

Aimed rather too fairly and 
squarely at the hipsters from London, 
it decided that having a small budget 
would instead mean it had to really 
work the ‘vintage’ theme to the point 
of breathing its very last gasp. 

What it rather failed to do was for¬ 
get the local family from Thanet, or 
east Kent, or Kent as a whole for that 
matter. 

With a price tag simply to get in, it 
immediately set itself a bar which it 
had to reach purely to deliver value 
for money. 

A lack of rides of real clout, little in 
the way of food and drink and 
Dreamland suddenly found itself 
staring down the barrel of not being 
able to make the sums add up. 

Today, though, it has returned 


with a massive injection of funds to 
help create something rather more 
compelling. 

Gone is the entrance fee (it was ac¬ 
tually scrapped last year and re¬ 
placed with a pay-per-ride approach 
which actually started getting people 
through the door), in comes a host of 
extra rides and more refreshments, 
and out goes some of that gaudy aw¬ 
ful branding which everyone seemed 
to think was so cool and kitsch yet 
failed to actually attract anything re¬ 
sembling mainstream audiences. 

The result is a far more pleasing, 
far more compelling offering. 

Now there is plenty more to do and 
the landscaping is far more polished 
to make it a more enjoyable place to 
be. There’s plenty of grass, and some 
nice additions like a rooftop bar. 

The vintage theme is still very 
much abundant - there is, after all, a 
need to have some form of unique 
selling point to the park in a hugely 
competitive marketplace - but it’s not 
the be all and end all. 

Dreamland does, after all, use as 
its biggest attraction a throwback to 
its hey day. It knows it holds a rather 
special place in our collective hearts

and it would be unwise to not look to 
spend some of that capital in its mar¬ 
keting. 

Certainly the atmosphere is closer 
than how it once was. The problem, 
of course, is that what once seemed 
huge and sprawling to those of us 
who visited it decades ago, now con¬ 
tinues to feel rather compact. 

Perhaps it’s simply because the 
perception of theme parks today is of 
huge sprawling complexes in which 
you can easily get lost, or maybe sim¬ 
ply that we were all a lot smaller as 
children. Either way, you can com¬ 
fortably stroll around and see 
everything in a matter of a few min¬ 
utes. 

But that’s not really the point is it? 

Dreamland needs to work for Mar¬ 
gate not as the one and only place to 
visit, but as a key part of the seaside 
town’s jigsaw. And it does that now. It 
brings something decent to the par¬ 
ty. 

If you have a young family, then 
the chances are you’ll be able to pop 
in and spend a good few hours here 
and your kids will absolutely adore it. 
If you’re a little older, then depending 
on your love of rides (and you need to 
think more elaborate fairground 
rather than modern era theme park 
to get your expectations in check) 
will determine your enjoyment lev¬ 
els. 

There is an element of you make 
your own fun day and Dreamland is 
now equipped to facilitate that rather 
than provide every aspect for you. 

Key to its success, one assumes, 
will be its ability to stage live music 
events. A large stage dominates the 
centre of the park, ringed by food and 
drink stands. The fresh turf in the 
centre provides a perfect picnic area 
and with seats set into the bank like 
an amphitheatre it’s pleasing to the 
eye. 

In short, it looks like someone’s in¬ 
vested heavily. And assuming the 
building site to the top left of the site 
becomes, at some stage, part of the 
park too, then you can imagine this 
ultimately becoming really quite 


ARRIVING at Dreamland on 
opening night, I did so with an 
open mind. 

First impressions were good. 
The site looked nice and new, and 
though small in size and compact, 
I decided straight away that I 
could easily spend a few hours 
there. 

When we made our way inside, 
our priority was to find food, and 
so my two colleagues and I split 
off to different street food stalls. 
This is where we hit a stumbling 
block. 

The food was pricey, and took 
ages to queue for, resulting in me 
buying and eating mine before 
either colleague returned to our 
spot on the grass with theirs. 

This admittedly could be due to 
a lady at the front of the pizza line 
ordering seven freshly-made 
pizzas at once, but still, we had to 
wait for 15-20 minutes for what’s 
meant to be fast food. But, all in all, 


special. 

There are some issues however. 
The price and range of food and drink 
still needs a little work. Granted, the 
revamped pub by the entrance is 
probably a sensible idea to focus 
drinking, but when you boast of a 
massive street food range, you do 
need to deliver something a little bet¬ 
ter than a handful of retro mobile 
homes selling a pretty limited range 
of foods. And at such prices. To ask 
£6 for a burger is one thing when you 
have a captive audience. When you 
have an audience who can walk into 
Margate and buy everything cheaper 
and then stroll back again, it be¬ 
comes far less justifiable. 

But let’s not be too harsh on them 
at the opening weekend. If the de¬ 
mand is there, we can assume that’s 
something which is easily increased. 

The key thing is that Dreamland is 


the grub was tasty, and portion 
sizes were good. 

I had a ball on the rides, 
dragging my colleagues from one 
to the next. 

Though I was disappointed 
when we started to queue for 
Magic Mouse and it broke down, 
leaving people stuck at the top of 
the ascent. And although they did 
fix it before we left, the thought of 
getting stranded up there put me 
offhavingago. 

There are plenty of bars 
throughout the park, but drink 
options are sparse, with all bars 
only having only a handful of 
options to choose from. 

Overall, I had a fun evening, 
and I would return, but probably 
not for a while. Maybe prices are 
something they’ll consider 
reducing in the future. 

And as for the mechanical 
errors, let’s put those down to 
opening night jitters. 

now resembling somewhere far more 
capable of delivering a proper family 
day out than in the last two years. 

Now it really is a key cog in Mar¬ 
gate’s overall offering. The beautiful 
main sands, the traditional sea front 
amusement arcades, the bars and 
restaurants, the art gallery, it is all 
coming together rather well. 

It isn’t how many of us remember it 
in its hey-day. But then it can never 
really emulate that again. Time has 
moved on and we’ve moved on. But it 
is at least emerging as a genuine en¬ 
tertainment venue rather than sim¬ 
ply a park recalling its past glories 
and expecting us all to love it, re¬ 
gardless, 

It’s well worth a visit - bring young 
kids to extract full value - and given 
there’s more to come in its develop¬ 
mental pipeline, it’s done much to si¬ 
lence the critics. 
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Strawberry growers 
playing waiting game 
as Wimbledon nears 


Kentish fruit has become synonymous with the highlight of 
the tennis calendar, but some growers are concerned over 
the impact of the same frosts which hit county vineyards

I N one month’s time the focus 
will not be on the outcome of the 
general election, but how Andy 
Murray performs on the grass 
courts of Wimbledon. 

And if the highlight of the nation’s 
tennis year is just around the corner, 
then so must be strawberry season. 
The only question is will the county’s 
crop serve up a dish of glory this sum¬ 
mer or did the sharp frosts of last year 
prove to be a double-fault too much? 

Like most Kent fruit farmers, straw¬ 
berry producers are nervously await¬ 
ing to see how the plants survived the 
recent frosts. 

As we have reported in recent 


weeks, wine makers were hit hard by 
the sharp overnight chills last month 
which damaged delicate young buds. 

And once again, it seems geogra¬ 
phy will prove a key factor in how they 
fared. 

Max Williams runs Stanhill Farm 
Shop where they grow six acres of 
strawberries. 

He told us: “We still don’t know how 
badly we have been hit by the frosts 
that affected the vineyards. 

“Just like them, we rely on the flow¬ 
ers to survive. Some of those that flow¬ 
ered early this year were hit by the 
frosts, but many did survive because 
they had not quite reached the flower¬ 
ing stage. 

“Now we have to sit and wait until 
June to see how the weather goes. We 
need it sunny and warm during the 


day and raining at night, just like 
most people too. 

“So it is fingers crossed to see how it 
all turns out, but I am quietly confi¬ 
dent.” 

Marion Regan is manageing direc¬ 
tor at Hugh Lowe Farms in Mere- 
worth, near Maidstone. It has been 
the official supplier of strawberries to 
Wimbledon for over 25 years. Failure 
for them is not an option. 

She explains: “Thankfully our pol¬ 
ytunnels protected the strawberry 
flowers from the recent frosts and the 
raspberries were not in a vulnerable 
position. 

“Having started with a very early 
variety, Flair, back at the end of April, 
we are already picking a good, and 
flavourful crop of strawberries, in¬ 
cluding the new variety Driscolls Eliz¬ 



abeth, and Mailing Centenary both of 
which were bred in Kent. 

“This season seems very good for 
fruit quality, as we had a nice early 
start to the spring, then a period of 
cooler weather which meant the 
plants weren’t forced too hard. Now 
luckily the weather is warming up 


just in time, and light levels have been 
good which augurs well for the sweet¬ 
ness of the strawberries and the early 
raspberries which are now coming 
on. 

“We anticipate picking lovely ber¬ 
ries through to November, and people 
should look out for Kent-grown Dris- 
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colls Victoria, a fabulous tasting sweet 
blackberry, and Driscolls Zara, a new 
late strawberry with a great flavour. 

“I think Kent growers have about 
25 per cent of the national market for 
strawberries, but over 40 per cent of 
the raspberries and blackberries 
grown in the UK come from our coun¬ 


ty.” 

For them, the humble fruit is their 
essential business. An incredible 30 
tonnes will be sent to SW19 alone this 
year. And with Brexit around the cor¬ 
ner, there is a challenge facing many 
in terms of getting the workers in 
place to harvest them. Traditionally, 


so much of the work is done by a mi¬ 
grant work force. So will Brexit cause 
problems? 

Adds Marion Regan: “We rely very 
much on people from other EU coun¬ 
tries coming to hand pick our crops. I 
hope that the government recognises 
how important this is. Together with 


other growers, like salad growers, we 
are making every effort to explain 
that we need a reliable source of able 
and hardworking seasonal staff. 

“However I’m confident that post 
Brexit we will be able to continue of¬ 
fering attractive seasonal work to 
these great people under some kind of 
seasonal permit scheme.” 

With Kent such a key player in the 
strawberry industry, it will be no sur¬ 
prise it continues to work hard to pro¬ 
tect its position. 

A spokesman for local food and 
drink producers Produced in Kent ex¬ 
plained: “Kent produces some of the 
world’s finest strawberries and we are 
lucky that we can buy them so easily. 

“The strawberry season which 25 
years ago was a mere six weeks long 
usually runs from April to October, 
but this year saw some specially culti¬ 
vated strawberries in stores in Febru¬ 
ary. 

“The Kent season is well underway, 
having benefited from a colder win¬ 
ter, which strawberries need, followed 
by early March sunshine which 
brought the harvest along. 

“Recent freezing temperatures 
have caused issues. Proof if it was 
needed that our farmers are at the 
mercy of Mother Nature. It’s not just 
the UK with crops across Europe and 
the US affected. 

“All the more reason to buy Kentish 
strawberries and support our local 
farming communities. 

“The market for strawberries con¬ 
tinues to grow and the growers are 
responding with new varieties and 
cultivation methods to keep up with 
demand, while maintaining the qual¬ 
ity of the fruit. 

“Last year saw the introduction of 
the Mailing Centenary, bred at East 


Mailing Research - one of the major 
organisation in the UK for research 
on horticultural crops. The Mailing 
Centenary has taken northern Eu¬ 
rope by storm and has replaced estab¬ 
lished varieties such as Elsanta for 
several of Kent’s key growers. Its rich¬ 
er, deeper flavour has proved a real 
winner with growers and customers 
alike.” 

Trade organisation British Summer 
Fruits said the feedback it was getting 
so far suggested optimism rather than 
pessimism: “Growers are predicting a 
six per cent rise in production this 
year. 

“The cool, dry winter, coupled with 
recent warm weather, which saw 
temperatures rise to 26C in one of the 
hottest days of the year, has created 
the perfect growing conditions for this 
year’s crop of strawberries. 

“The deliciously juicy and slow-rip¬ 
ened strawberries are now on super¬ 
market shelves in abundance, helping 
to meet the increasing consumer de¬ 
mand for one of the UK’s favourite 
fruits. 

“Over the past year, more than 126 
000 tonnes of strawberries were sold 
in the UK, with shoppers spending 
more than £580 million on the delec¬ 
table berry. 

“The consumption of fresh berries, 
which includes strawberries, raspber¬ 
ries, blackberries and blueberries, has 
grown by an impressive 132 percent 
since 2007, outstripping the 49 per¬ 
cent increase of fruit consumption as 
a whole.” 

Strawberries are the only fruit to 
carry their seeds on the outside - 
around 200 of them. 

They are also a member of the rose 
family, and eight strawberries have 
more vitamin C than an orange.

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Reflecting on 350 years since 
our devastating naval defeat 

Commemorations of the battle which 

left Medway in flames begin next week m . — mm an —m

I F YOU thought relations with 
our European neighbours were 
strained today, post Brexit, it is as 
nothing compared to some 350 
years ago. 

Because then the Dutch sailed down 
the Medway with war on their minds 
and all but wiped out the naval ships 
moored at Chatham, in what would 
prove to be defining moment in British 
naval history. 

The Battle of Medway was vicious 
and devastating. 

Taking place in June 1667, it blew a 
huge hole in an already depleted and 
underfunding navy and was one of the 
greatest disasters in England’s naval 
history. 

By the time it was over, dozens of 
ships were destroyed. The Medway 
was described as a “river in flames”. 

Now to commemorate this remark¬ 
able moment in our history, a special 
series of events is taking place this 
month. It will look to tell the story of 
what happened in this eventful period 


of history. 

Explains local MP and heritage 
minister Tracey Crouch: “This will 
bring to life one of the landmark events 
in the history of the UK. It’s an excel¬ 
lent example of what our heritage sec¬ 
tor leads the world in, telling stories in 
richly imaginative ways. With thou¬ 
sands of people from the UK and 
abroad due to visit during the festival, 
it will truly put Medway on the map.” 

One of the big showpiece events will 
take place on June 8 at the Historic 
Dockyard Chatham. 

A host of VIPs - including represent¬ 
atives from the Netherlands and sen¬ 
ior Royal Navy officials, will gather for 
speeches, parade and royal salute. 
Some 2,000 people are expected to at- 
tened the event. 

Richard Holdsworth, preservation 
and education director at Chatham 
Historic Dockyard, where many of the 
events will be staged, explained: “The 
events of June 1667 marked a signifi¬ 
cant moment in our national story 
and we are delighted at this opportu¬ 
nity to take part in the celebrations 
and display extraordinary objects 
from the period held in Dutch and Brit-

ish national collections. 

“Visitors will also be able to discover 
the role the dockyard and the people of 
Chatham played during this and other 
important events in British and world 
history.” 

So why did the Battle of Medway 
take place? 

It was, in many respects, the culmi¬ 
nation of years of tension between the 
Dutch and English. At its heart was 
conflict over trade routes and who 
ruled the oceans. 

The second Anglo Dutch war had 
started in March 1665 as the two sides 
squabbled over sea and trade routes. 

The Dutch were keen to flex their 


muscles after winning its independ¬ 
ence from Spain in 1648, and were in¬ 
tent on building up a vast navy to 
complement its large merchant fleet. 

Now tensions rose and spilled into 
war over the ability to control the 
highly lucrative markets in both the 
Far East and West Indies. 

The Dutch building campaign saw it 
swiftly become Europe’s strongest na¬ 
tion with England unable to match its 
building power after losing access to 
vital trade tourtes in both the Mediter¬ 
ranean and the Baltic. 

While England toiled, the Dutch en¬ 
joyed what became known at the 
Dutch Golden Age. 



As the English took over Dutch colo¬ 
nies in Africa, the provocations be¬ 
came all too much and the Nether¬ 
lands responded with force. 

Under the command of Lieutenant 
Admiral Michiel de Ruyter, Dutch 
ships took back the African interests 
along with English trade stations 
there. 

In 1665, Dutch ships opened fire on 
English in the colonies when they felt 
threatened and Charles II declared 
war on March 4 1665. 

England was poorer than the Dutch 
- as was its navy. The Great Fire of Lon¬ 
don and Great Plague had depleted re¬ 
sources and manpower. With its fi-

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nances in deep trouble, sailors were no 
longer being paid and morale was low. 

The English won the Battle of 
Lowestoft that same year, but for every 
ship the English built, the Dutch had 
seven. 

By 1667, the remaining English 
‘heavy ships’ were laid up in Medway. 

Charles entered peace talks with the 
Dutch but also secretly negotiated 
with France to join the fight against 
the Dutch. 

Leading Dutch politician Johan de 
Witt planned to land his marines at 
Chatham, and be done with the war 
once and for all and destroy the last of 
the British navy. 


Under Lieutenant Admiral Michiel 
de Ruyter, the Dutch captured the fort 
at Sheerness before entering the River 
Medway to attack the English fleet at 
Chatham. 

They broke through a literal defence 
chain, designed to protect the resting 
fleet and, despite fire from Upnor Cas¬ 
tle, towed away the Royal Charles, 
England’s flagship and burned a 
number of ships. To prevent their cap¬ 
ture and block the channel, the Royal 
Navy sank around 30 of its largest 
ships. 

Although the dockyard was spared 
by the arrival of troops and artillery, 
the attack was nevertheless a humili¬ 


ating defeat for the English. 

It was feared that had the dockyard 
itself been destroyed, it could have set 
the English navy back an entire gen¬ 
eration. 

In Holland, the action marked the 
highpoint of the Dutch Golden Age. 

Despite proving to be a crushing 
loss for the English, The Dutch raid 
heralded the start of a period of great 
financial investment in the English 
naval fleet and as a result, led to it be¬ 
coming the most powerful in the 
world, for generations to come. 

Chatham, in particular, benefitted 
from this, becoming one of the great 
ports for shipbuilding.

Bronte classic to the stage 

Director, Sally Cookson, said turning Jane Eyre into a play was “daunting” 


T HE NATIONAL Theatre’s 
adaptation of Charlotte 
Bronte’s Jane Eyre is 
coming to Canterbury in 
June. 

The production tells the 
170-year-old story of one woman’s 
fight for freedom and fulfilment. 
From her beginnings as an orphan, 
Jane Eyre’s heroine faces life’s ob¬ 
stacles, surviving poverty, injustice 
and the discovery of betrayal before 
taking the decision to follow her 
heart. 

The story has been adapted many 
times before, twice for TV by the 
BBC when in 1983 Zelah Clarke 
played Jane, Timothy Dalton played 
Mr Rochester, and Collette Barker 
played Helen Burnes. And then 
again in 2006 starring Toby 
Stephens as Mr Rochester, Ruth 
Wilson as Jane, and Georgie Henley 
as young Jane. 


Director, Sally Cookson, said: 
“Adapting a novel for the stage is a 
challenging prospect - espaecially 
when that novel is cited as many 
people’s favourite of all time. 

“It is always dauting when you’re 
working on a story which everyone 
knows so well, because you want to 
surprise and maybe challenge peo¬ 
ple’s expectations, without losing 
any of the things which make them 
like the story in the first place. 

“I chose this particular title be¬ 
cause it’s a story that I love and 
have enjoyed a close relationship 
with ever since I was intrigued, as a 
child, by Orson Welles’ black and 
white melodrama with fabulous 
music by Bernard Herrman. 

“I didn’t actually read the novel 
until I was in my early twenties and 
I remember thinking while I read it: 
‘this is a clarion cry for equal oppor¬ 
tunities for women, not a story 


about a passive female who will do 
anything for her hunky boss’. 

“I was struck by how modern 
Jane seemed - her spirit and strong 
will, her peculiar and brilliant 
mind striving for personal freedom 
to be who she is, lashing out against 
any constraint that prevents her 
from being herself. She was exactly 
the sort of person I wanted to be.” 

Sally is an associate artist of Bris¬ 
tol Old Vic, where her productions 
include Treasure Island and Peter 
Pan; andBoing!, Cinderella, an ad¬ 
aptation of Jacqueline Wilson’s Het¬ 
ty Feather, and Romeo and Juliet. 

Nadia Clifford takes the central 
role of Jane Eyre. Manchester born 
and bred, she previously appeared 
at the National Theatre in Alistair 
McDowell’s sell-out production of 
Pomona. 

Tim Delap will make his National 
Theatre debut as Rochester. 


They are joined by Hannah 
Bristow who will play Helen Burns, 
Adele, St John, Grace Poole, and Ab¬ 
bot, Matthew Churcher as a musi¬ 
cian, Alex Heane as a musician, 
Melanie Marshall as Bertha and 
Mason, Paul Mundell as Mr Brock- 
lehurst, Pilot, and Mason, David 
Ridley as a musician, Evelyn Miller 
as Bessie, Blanche Ingram, and Di¬ 
ana, and Lynda Rook as Mrs Reed, 
and Mrs Fairfax.

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'Cars always mv hobby' says baker Hollywood 


Kent’s Bake Off star, Paul Hollywood, swaps buns for cars as his new show begins on BBC 


H E might be known for his 
bread and buns but away 
from the oven, Paul Hol¬ 
lywood’s a petrolhead 
and loves nothing more 
than racing cars. 

“Baking is my career, it’s what I 
am. The whole presenter thing is an 
accident. I’m a baker by trade but my 
hobby was always cars,” says The 
Great British Bake Off judge. 

He’s been passionate about motors 
“for as long as I can remember. 

“My dad used to have several cars 
growing up - nothing particularly 
special, but I just loved cars,” declares 
Hollywood, who shared his enthusi¬ 
asm for motors on BBC programmes

Martin in 2015. 

The same year he represented the 
racing team Beechdean Aston Mar¬ 
tin in the British GT Championship. 

“When I was about 13,1 fell in love 
with the TR7. Don’t ask me why, I just 
did. It was this chocolate one with 
chequered seats in a garage down the 
road from where we grew up in the 
Wirral,” he recalls in his familiar Liv¬ 
erpool twang. 

“I used to go and watch this car 
every night and go and look at it be¬ 
cause I just loved it.” 

No wonder he describes his latest 
show, Paul Hollywood’s Big Conti¬ 
nental Road Trip,as “a dream job for 
me”. 

In the three-part series, Hollywood 
travels to Germany, France and Italy,

“It didn’t feel like work,” he says.

Besides, he’s keeping busy with The 
Great British Bake Off, having decid¬ 
ed to move with the programme to 
Channel 4, despite former BBC col¬ 
leagues Mary Berry, Sue Perkins and 
Mel Giedroyc standing down. 

He’s earned a reputation for being 
tough in the Bake Off tent, but that’s 
something he attributes to the pro- 
gramme-makers.

Czech mate! 


Mike Pickup finds out what else 
the Czech Republic has to offer 
besides Prague 


T here’s much more to the 
Czech Republic than its 
bustling capital and I 
wanted to see what else 
the country had to offer. 
After an overnight in 
Prague, the busy highways soon gave 
way to deserted country roads. My first 
destination was Chateau Jemniste. 
Designed by Santini it’s one of many 


buildings in the Baroque style that has 
given the country a rich cultural 
heritage. Jemniste boasts a formal 
garden, lovely rooms with painted walls 
and ceilings, and a fine chapel. There are 
a couple of self-contained suites where 
visitors can stay and a great restaurant 
and tea room. 

Later I visited Kutna Hora’s Italian 
Court was where locally-mined silver 


was turned into coins from the early 
1300s to 1740. The nearby tiny 
chocolate museum contains many 
items from bygone days and treats 
visitors to samples of the chocolate it 
makes. Go prepared for chocolate 
heaven. 

The following morning I visited the 
Kladruby nad Labem stud which dates 
back to the mid 14th century. It’s home 
to the Kladruber Old White, a cousin of 
the Lippizaner horses used in the 
Spanish Riding School in Vienna. Two 
carriages pulled by these lovely animals 
took a group of us on a carriage drive. 
We clip-clopped through the village and 
out into the countryside for exhilarating 
lungs-full of fresh air. 

After lunch I moved on to Zdar nad 
Sazavou, and the nearby hilltop 
ten-pointed star shaped structure 
surrounding the five-pointed Pilgrim¬ 
age Church of St. John of Nepomuk at 
Zelena Hora. I visited a nearby 
monastery with its small brewery and 
sampled some excellent light and dark 
beers. The brewery sells bottles of beer 
to local hotels and restaurants. 

The castle has now been restored to 
the Kinsky family and I was shown 
round by the Count. It’s now home to a 
school where his wife teaches special

needs children, and the impressive 
Baroque tower includes three hotel 
bedrooms. The castle’s halls are used for 
concerts, weddings and business events 
and is very much part of the community. 

My final day was spent in Tele. This 
town of 5,500 inhabitants is noted for its 
pastel painted buildings surrounding the 
town square. Its Chateau contains 
numerous attractive paintings, furniture 
and an impressive armoury. I saw a 
demonstration of Baroque-style dancing 
by Alla Danza Brno and the audience was 
then invited to participate. 

Then it was time to head back to 
Prague and the flight home, with 
memories of just how different the rest of 
the Czech Republic is from its tourist- 
thronged capital.

SsangYong’s stretched Tivoli boosts boot space so this newXLV version really 
has got loads going for it, according to our motoring editor Andy Russell 



Y OU can't have too much 
of a good thing, so 
SsangYong has built on 
the Tivoli crossover's 
appeal with a 
'stretched' version. 

The XLV is endowed with a huge 
boot and family-friendly load 
capacity at a price that will be seen 
as attractive value. 

The Tivoli is a well-proportioned 
little crossover but the longer XLV 
version looks a bit dumpy by compar¬ 
ison but it’s a price many people will 
happily pay and being boxy certainly 
pays off when it comes to practicality 
and versatility. 

Unlike the shorter Tivoli there’s no 
1.6-litre petrol unit, only a 1.6-litre 
turbo diesel with the choice of front 
and four-wheel drive, manual and 
automatic gearboxes. 

The diesel proves deceptively brisk, 
offering up to 50mpg overall in 
mixed driving 

The comfortable suspension soaks 
up rough surfaces effectively but still 
corners competently while steering 
has comfort, normal and sport 
settings to alter its weight. 

If needed, the XLV can be locked in 
four-wheel drive to split power 
between the front and back axles. 


Taller passengers will be happy in 
the back with plenty of leg and 
headroom on reclining split back 
seats. 

This more spacious load-lugger 
has a vast twin-level boot.

M otability, the 

charity that has 
provided “a road to 
freedom” for millions 
of disabled people and 
their families, is celebrating its 40th 
anniversary this year. 

The Queen, the chief patron of 
Motability since its inception, hosted 
a ceremony at Windsor Castle to 
celebrate the milestone. 

Established in 1977 by Lord 
Sterling and the late Lord Goodman, 
the Motability Scheme has provided 
4.5 million vehicles to date. The 
scheme has helped millions of 
disabled people maintain their 
ability to get to work or college, 
attend a medical appointment, meet 
up with friends and enjoy the 
freedom and independence that so 
many people take for granted. 

The Queen presented five disabled 
people and their families with the 
keys to their new vehicles in front of 
400 guests. These were: 

Paul Barrett, a Royal Marine 
veteran who sustained life-chang¬ 
ing injuries due to an improvised 
explosive device (IED) while serving 
on operations in Afghanistan. He 
received the keys to his automatic 
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Nissan X-Trail, his third vehicle on 
the Scheme. It is fitted with a twin 
flip folding left foot accelerator and a 
quick release steering wheel aid. 

Eckveer Ramburn, aged 11, 
whose new wheelchair-accessible 
vehicle, a Ford Tourneo, means he 
can now travel safely in his 
wheelchair to be taken to school and 
after-school clubs. This is his second 
vehicle on the scheme and is fitted 
with a ramp and tie-down points so 
that his parents do not have to lift 
him into it, making travelling so 
much easier for the family. 

Olivia, a student with autism, 
whose car will allow her to get to 
college where she studies animal 
care, maths and English. Her 
Vauxhall Adam is also her first on 
the scheme and she is learning to 
drive with lessons funded by a 
Motability grant. 

Edward Todino, a disability 
advisor at Kingston University, 
whose adapted ‘drive-from-wheel- 
chair’ vehicle, a TBC Sprinter and 
his first car on the scheme, will 
allow him to continue to be mobile 
and remain independent.

11. His new vehicle, an automatic 
SEAT Alhambra, has been fitted 
with an electric transfer plate and 
wheelchair hoist. This will be his 
13th car on the scheme. When he 
first learned to drive, he used a blue 
‘invalid trike’ but, like many 
disabled drivers, found it to be 
anti-social as it could not carry 
passengers, and difficult to handle 
on the roads. 

The Queen also viewed the special 
features and adaptations of the 
Motability Scheme vehicles which 
demonstrated the significant 
technological advances made over 
the last 40 years to allow those with 


even the most severe disabilities 
remain mobile and independent. 

Lord Sterling, the Chairman of 
Motability, said: “The unique 
partnership which makes up the 
Motability Scheme is sustained by 
many individuals who show such 
wonderful empathy in their efforts,

A LLEN Parton was 

seriously injured in a 
road traffic accident in 
1991 while serving in 
the Royal Navy during 
the Gulf War. 

He explained: “I suffered a 
traumatic head injury which left me 
in hospital for five years. When I 
woke up shortly after the accident, I 
couldn’t recall being married, the 
birth of my children or even read, 



write, walk or talk. It’s been a long 
recovery to where I am today. 

“My life changed when I met an 
assistance dog called Endal. My 
wife worked with assistance dogs 
and one day I went to a training 
class with her. It was there I met 
Endal - a puppy who was failing his 
training on medical grounds. Us 
two rejects found each other and I 
smiled - for the first time in five 
years. 

“Gradually, with Endal’s help, I 
went from being a recluse to an 
active person again and slowly, 
every day, he brought me back to 
my family. My life had completely 
turned around, and I wanted to live 
life to the full, and that’s where the 
Motability Scheme helps.” 

Allen is one of more than 
650,000 disabled people who 
choose to use their government- 
funded mobility allowance to lease 
a car, powered wheelchair or 
scooter through the Motability 
Scheme. Allen chose a new Citroen 
Grand C4 Picasso with insurance, 
breakdown cover, servicing, 
maintenance and replacement 
tyres all included on a three-year 
lease.

“We got our first car over 20 
years ago and it’s like joining an 
exclusive club - a Motability family.
